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IN accordance with the national decree 
establishing general measures as of 
August 29, 2023, outlining regulations 
regarding the right to speech therapy 
assistance, starting from September 
2, 2023, speech therapy has been 
included in the coverage of AZV health 
insurance. This is a benefit for both 
children and adults. 


Current Status 
The expansion of AZV to include speech 
therapy is a highly positive step, and 
AZV has not halted. AZV held initial 
meetings with speech therapists to 
gather specific information about their 
profession and expectations to reach a 
contract. Within this process, contin- 
uous evaluation has been conducted 
on the AZV Law’s provisions, including 
how AZV can practically execute the 
speech therapy benefit. It is expected 
that contracting will occur soon, 
ensuring the satisfaction of policy- 
holders. AZV will communicate when 
the contracting process is complete. 


Procedure and Co-payment 
What does this mean for AZV policy- 
holders? If your general practitioner or 
specialist deems it necessary, they can 
refer you to treatment with a speech 
therapist. Speech therapy is a treat- 
ment to recover, improve, or maintain 
the functioning of hearing, voice, or 
speech organs. Additionally, speech 
therapy can assist with speech therapy 
and issues related to eating, drinking, 
or swallowing. Your general practi- 
tioner or specialist (as those who can 
prescribe speech therapy) will make 
the request for treatment to the AZV 
medical advisor. The AZV medical 


advisor can approve the request if 
there is a medical indication. 


Co-payment 
For speech therapy care, there is a 
co-payment of 10% of the fee. The 
10% co-payment is paid for each 
session directly to the speech thera- 
pist. 


Treatment 
Treatment can be requested for the 
following cases: hearing impairment 
and deterioration of hearing function, 
voice disorders, language disorders, 
reading and writing disorders, articu- 
lation disorders, nasality, fluency and 


rhythm disorders, and abnormal oral 
behavior. For example, a person with 
Parkinson’s disease, where the general 
practitioner sees the need for speech 
therapy. Or a person falling under the 
autism spectrum. Or a person who has 
suffered a stroke and needs to relearn 
speech or swallowing. 


What is not covered? 
According to AZV law, permission for 
treatment cannot be granted if it is 
unnecessarily expensive, complicated, 
or ineffective. Treatment for dyslexia, 
language 
development 
related 
to 
dialect or another language, and music 
therapy is also not approved.

Therapy in Health Insurance

The Aruba Chamber Business Event 
2023 Leaves the Public Enthralled 
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MAYON Volcano, situated in Albay, Philippines, has exhib- 
ited a sustained high level of unrest over the past seven 
days, as reported by the Philippine Institute of Volcanology 
and Seismology (Phivolcs). 


Between October 24 and the present day, the records from 
state volcanologists reveal 569 volcanic earthquakes, aver- 
aging at 81.3 per day; 647 tremors, at a daily rate of 91.9; 
1,077 rockfall events, averaging 153.85 per day; 113 pyro- 
clastic density currents, or 16.14 daily; and substantial 
emissions of 6,505 tons of sulfur dioxide, at a rate of 929 
tons daily. 


Paul Alanis, a resident volcanologist with Phivolcs based at 
the Lignon Hill Observatory, stated that these figures signify 
Mayon Volcano’s persistence at a high level of unrest. He 
further emphasized that there are currently no indications 
of the volcano’s activity diminishing. 


“These values tell us that Mayon’s abnormality remains 
high, although these are still within the alert Level 3 status,” 
Alanis explained. He underlined that these elevated read- 
ings suggest ongoing magmatic degassing activities within 
the volcano. 


Mayon Volcano maintains its alert Level 3 status, and author- 
ities continue to monitor the situation closely to ensure the 
safety of the surrounding areas. 


Alert Level 3 Continues 


Mayon Volcano Sustains Heightened Unrest 
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A shocking development, Naasón Joaquín García, the impris- 
oned head of the Mexico-based megachurch, La Luz del 
Mundo, has been charged with two federal crimes related 
to child pornography. García, currently serving a more than 
16-year sentence in a California prison for sexual abuse of 
young followers, faces these new allegations brought by a 
federal grand jury in Los Angeles. 


The charges include two felony counts of producing and 
possessing child pornography, involving a 16-year-old 
member of his church. These allegations emerged after 
García’s arrest in 2019 when authorities discovered five 
explicit videos on his iPad, featuring the then-teenage girl. 
The U.S. attorney’s ofÏce clarified that these federal charges 
were filed only after the conclusion of the state case against 
García. La Luz del Mundo, one of the largest evangelical 
churches in Mexico with a claimed 5 million followers world- 
wide, has been rocked by accusations that García used his 
spiritual influence to engage in sexual acts with young girls, 
coercing them with promises of salvation. 
Despite the serious charges, the church publicly expressed 
its confidence in García’s integrity and work in a statement 
issued in June 2022. García’s plea deal in the state case led 


to him registering as a sex offender for life and included the 
dropping of 16 counts, ranging from child rape to human 
trafÏcking for child pornography production. 


If convicted on the federal charges, García could face up to 
30 years in prison for child pornography production and 10 
years for possession. The court will decide whether these 
sentences run concurrently or consecutively with his existing 
state sentence. Notably, some of García’s accusers plan 
to file civil lawsuits against other church ofÏcials, alleging 
complicity in the abuse. 


THE World Bank has issued a stark warning, stating that 
the ongoing conflict between Israel and Hamas could have 
dire consequences for global oil prices. If this regional war 
escalates into a Middle East-wide conflict, it has the poten- 
tial to disrupt oil supplies significantly. In such a scenario, 


the World Bank suggests that oil prices could skyrocket, 
possibly exceeding a record $150 per barrel. This would 
represent an unprecedented situation for the oil market, 
as the last time prices reached such heights was in 2008, 
unadjusted for inflation. 


The assessment from the World Bank highlights that a 
substantial disruption akin to the Arab oil embargo of 1973 
would lead to severe supply shortages, driving oil prices up 
from their current level of about $90 per barrel to a range of 
$140 to $157. The ripple effects of such an oil price surge 
would not be limited to energy costs but could also result in 
food price spikes, potentially leading to hundreds of millions 
of people facing food insecurity. 


The World Bank’s assessment outlines various scenarios 
with different levels of oil supply reductions and corre- 
sponding price increases, emphasizing the need for vigi- 
lance among policymakers in a complex and interconnected 
global economy. 


Megachurch Leader Faces Federal Charges for Child Pornography 


World Bank Warns of Record Oil Prices 
Amid Escalating Israel-Hamas Conflict 
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THE one-on-one discussion between Frans Timmermans of 
GL-PvdA and Pieter Omtzigt of NSC on Monday evening made it 
clear that both parties clash significantly on matters related to 
migration, increasing the minimum wage, and nuclear energy. 


Timmermans and Omtzigt engaged in a one-and-a-half-hour 
conversation at the Arnhem-based music venue, Luxor Live, 
focusing on good governance, climate, and social security. 
GL-PvdA and NSC organized this gathering independently, which 
is quite exceptional for political parties to do. 
Timmermans and Omtzigt emphasized that this format was 
chosen to delve deeper into specific themes, excluding other 
parties. “The VVD is not present because we opt for depth. You 
could call it new politics,” stated the GL-PvdA’s lead candidate. 


During the debate, it became evident that Timmermans and 


Omtzigt were not seeking to undermine each other. Omtzigt 
began his discussion on governance reforms, advocating for the 
establishment of a constitutional court, an independent regulator, 
and a new law to protect whistleblowers. Timmermans expressed 
agreement with much of Omtzigt’s proposals. 
While there is alignment on certain issues, such as the need to 
reform the tax system, Omtzigt does not immediately endorse the 
notion of imposing higher taxes on corporations and the wealthy, 
a fervent desire of the united left-wing parties. 


However, significant disparities exist between GL-PvdA and NSC. 
Omtzigt supports nuclear energy, a stance Timmermans opposes. 
Whether this could be a breaking point during coalition nego- 
tiations remains uncertain, as Timmermans indicated, “We are 
practicing new politics.” 
Furthermore, Omtzigt opposes raising the minimum wage, while 
GL-PvdA advocates an increase to €16. 


Migration also reveals a substantial divide. NSC advocates for an 
annual migration balance of 50,000 individuals, a figure Omtzigt 
deems a “serious reference point.” GL-PvdA seeks greater control 
over migration but refrains from fixating on a specific number, as 
Timmermans believes that naming a figure only leads to disap- 
pointment, as it may be unattainable.

Notably, Messi, who currently plays for Inter Miami, became the 
first Golden Ball recipient to play outside of Europe, although this 
is largely a formality. The award considers performances from 
August 2022 to July 2023, during which the Argentine super- 
star spent the majority of that period representing Paris Saint- 
Germain. 


The selection of Messi for the award is greatly influenced by the 
date of December 18, 2022. On that day, Messi led Argentina to 
victory in the FIFA World Cup, scoring seven goals, including two 
in the final, and earning recognition as the tournament’s best 
player. 
Messi received his eighth Golden Ball at the Théatre du Châtelet 
in Paris, having previously won in 2009, 2010, 2011, 2012, 
2015, 2019, and 2021. With this achievement, he widens the gap 
between himself and his perpetual rival and counterpart, Cristiano 


Ronaldo. The 38-year-old Portuguese player has claimed the 
honor five times but was not nominated this time.

Texas Rangers Secure Game 3 
Victory, Make History in World Series 
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NATURAL gas has traditionally fueled the global hydrogen 
supply, but the emergence of green hydrogen from renew- 
able sources is poised to disrupt this status quo. 


The cost of green hydrogen remains relatively high, but the 
sector holds immense potential for cost reductions, supply 
chain efÏciencies, and technological advancements. 


Green hydrogen is integral to decarbonizing industrial 
and agricultural sectors, which have long relied on fossil 
resources. The US Department of Energy has set ambitious 
cost reduction goals for clean hydrogen, aiming for $2 per 
kilogram by 2026 and $1/kg by 2031. Currently, the cost of 
green hydrogen production stands between $4.5 and $12 
per kilogram. 


One key to cost reduction is integrating green hydrogen 
production with wastewater treatment processes, such as 
in a project by Wales & West Utilities. This approach elimi- 
nates the need for costly materials like iridium in electrolyzer 
membranes. Researchers are also exploring alternatives like 
ruthenium and cobalt for more affordable electrolysis cata- 
lysts. Membrane-free electrolyzers are another avenue, with 
modular systems that can be linked to form large arrays. 
Green hydrogen’s potential to reshape energy and decar- 
bonization is garnering attention, but it will require ongoing 
innovation, investment, and policy support to fully transition 
from natural gas. The future of hydrogen may be green, and 
that future is closer than ever. 


OVER the past year, a staggering 1.6 million acres of Great 
Plains grasslands in the United States and Canada have been 
plowed under to make way for row crop expansion, according 
to the World Wildlife Fund’s (WWF) annual Plowprint Report. 
This marks an area larger than the state of Delaware being 
erased from the map. 


The WWF report, which analyzed government data and satel- 
lite imagery from the last two years, reveals a concerning 
trend. Since 2012, the Great Plains region has lost 32 
million acres of its grasslands.

In contrast, crops like corn and soybeans, which 
often replace these grasslands, have shallow roots that 
cannot sequester carbon effectively.
